-ophers * answer questions ‘about ‘life and ‘it’s problems does not 
show. that ‘he does, ae 

In fact, all predominently influential modern and ancient 
philosophies have failed: to significantly contribute to the intelliga- 
“bility of :the universe eis man’s place in‘ it, with-one-glaring-ex- 
ception, 

That exception is ‘Aristotle’s: ‘formulation. of ‘the three laws 
of thought; the law of identity, the law. of non- “contradiction and 
the law of the excluded middle. 

When: *St. Thomas’ Aquitias established’: the validity of 
Aristotle's laws of thought as ‘they apply to the study: of physical 
nature the result was the Renaissance and the subsequent ex- 
plosion of human knowledge and efficacy in dealing. with that 
area of reality... - 

For an introduction to a philosophy which consistently applies 


Aristotle's principles of logic to-the study of human nature and 


moral values and is the fountainhead of the forthcoming renais- 
sance in'the spiritual sciences, I suggest that those who honestly 
seek an answer to Miss Parker's‘question read a series of articles 
entitled “An Introduction: To Objectivist. Epistemology” by Ayn 
Rand, a part of which appears in the Eugene Fpey Library’s 
copies of “The Objectivist.” 

Tt is my awareness of this philosophy that enables me to dare 
make the’ claim that philosophy * can offer absolute, logically 
validated answers, not a panecea ‘to the questions, What exist? 
How does ‘one know? And so ‘what? -
